HOW JACK TAR IS GOBBLED UP BY 


THE LAND SHARK. 


FOR LITTLE FOLKS/ 


A WOMAN WITH A WILL.

"Whsu a deep water sailing ship ar- 


rives nt her home port, the men in the 
forecastle, from being nothing but bedev- 
iled vwillawagB, become the spoiled chil- 
dren of fortune," says Carl Hovey in 
Aiuslee's. "They are men of mark; they 
are tremendously sought after: their en- 
try is triumphal. Iu half a do/.en shore 
boats which have been expeditiously fas- 
tened to the sides of the vessel people 
stand up and bespeak the favor of the 
"poor sailors, offering gifts. The sailors 
knew it would be so all along, so they are 
not surprised by these attentions, flutter- 
Ing as they are. The boarding masters 
have rowed down for them, and little tai- 
lors and inferior crayon portrait and 
dance hall raeu have rowed down special- 
ly to meet them; even the missionaries 
representing wealthy and conservative 
philanthropic organizations have sent em- 
issaries to bring them safely in. It is all 
but a certainty that the foolish sailors 
will never be peruiitted to leave the ship 
iu peace, walk to the consulate, draw 
their $<JO or $}00 or $200 wages and then 
depart to speud it as they please. 


''A sailor falls into n position when he 


goes ashore like that of the foreign nota- 
bility who happens to be the municipal 
guest. They present him with the free- 
dom of the city and then turn him over 
to his keepers. The boarding masters are 
his keepers every time. They make him 
the largest kind of promises down the 
bay. They can well afford it, since they 
own him when he touches land. Not that 
the fact that the common sailor is natu- 
rally an absurdly helpless object in a 
great city, just as helpless and absurd as 
an ordinary business man would be who 
should suddenly find himself thrust in 
charge of a 'gallant, bounding bark,' has 
escaped the attention of our lawmakers. 
By no means. Congress has passed nu- 
merous acts intended to serve as safe- 
guards for Jack's course ashore. Some of 
these measures afford him the greatest 
aunoyauce. All are apt to be far less real 
to him than the boarding master's prom- 
ise, coupled as it is with brilliantly label- 
ed, plugs of tobacco and glorious ten cent 
bottles of whisky. He needs a foster fa- 
ther, and he knows he wants a friend. 
He lands both at once in the flashy, red 
faced, jolly, smooth Miking individual* 
who know exactly what his wishes are 
and prove it to him on the spot.

the small boats draw alongside, and the 
boatmen, who understand their business 
make fast at once by throwing an iron 
hook attached to a rope over the rail.

Printing: a Coin on I.lnen. 


The print of a silver coin or medal 


may be made on silk or linea by dip- 
ping the fabric in a solution of nitrate 
of silver and stretching it over the face 
of the coin until the image Is imprinted. 
The linen is sensitized by dipping it 
into a solution of nitrate of silvei-, made 
by dissolving GO or 80 grains of nitrate 
of silver in one ounce of water. Wet 
the portion of the cloth which is to re- 
ceive the impression in the solution, 
and when nearly dry draw it over the 
face of the coin and tie it at the back. 
Expose to a -weak light and in a few 
minutes the raised design of the coin 
will appear on the linen. As soon as it 
Is dark enough remove and wash iu 
clear water. When nearly dry, iron it 
smooth with a. warm iron, placing a 
piece of tissue paper over the print, 
In printing from the coin or modal it is 
advisable to paste a piece of paper on 
the reverse side, so that the silver will 
not come in contact with the sensitized 
fabric.

Under 
these very adverse conditions the burks 
of trees and even ground up rocks are re- 
sorted to principally to give bulk to the 
scanty meal and thereby to stay the 
pangs of hunger for a longer time. 


A soft stone found on the Bikanir-Mftr- 


war border of Jaipua is largely used in 
that part of the country to give bulk to 
the meager meal. 


This stone is friable and easily ground 


into line powder.. It contains an oleagi- 
nous substance which has some nutrient 
qualities, and the people have found that 
when finely ground and used in propor- 
tions of about one-fourth to three-fouitha 
of flour it does not impair digestion for u 
considerable time.

On tbe Manpishlak peninsula, in thf 


Caspian sea, there are five small lakes. 
One of them is covered with salt crystals 
strong enough to allow a man and beast 
to cross the lake on foot. Another is as 
round as any circle and a lovely rose col- 
or. Its banks of salt crystal form a set- 
ting white as the driven snow to the wa- 
ter, which not only shows all the colors 
from violet to rosy red, but from which 
rises a perfume as of violets.

Throughout u large proportion of-the 


strawberry 
growing 
localities light 


frosts often occur In the late spriug, 
killing a variable percentage of the 
flowers and recently set fruit of the 
strawberry. The injury 
from such 


fros.ts appears tirst in the blackening 
of'the pistils, which occurs within a 
few hours after the frost. Fruit upon 
which the pistils have been injured by 
frost either fails to develop or produces 
a small berry of irregular form. 


On the grounds of the Montana sta- 


tion It was observed that a consider- 
able variation prevailed in the resist- 
ant power of different strawberries to 
frost. 


Iu general it was found that injury 


to such fruits was confined to the. 
acheues or seeds of the strawberry. 
The pulpy mass or receptacle was i:i 
no case injured, and the surface of the. 
pulp did not become blackened or show 
any other changes which would indi- 
cate injury from the frost. The seeds 
in varieties which suffered injury were 
killed by the frost and rapidly showed 
discoloration and a decomposition of 
their tissues. 


Upon studying thin sections of in- 


jured and uninjured strawberries of 
different varieties at the same Imma- 
ture stages of development it was 
found that in those varieties which did 
not suffer from frost the seeds were 
more deeply imbedded in the substance 
of the pulp than was the case in those 
varieties which wore Injured. In those; 
varieties in which the seeds were so 
deeply imbedded in the pulp that they 
wore protected from the frost by a lay- 
er of tissue the protruding styles or 
tips of the pistils were killed by the 
frost, as m the case of varieties where 
the seeds were also killed. It was 
noted however, that, although the sur- 
face of the berry at llrst exhibited the 
blackened tips of styles, the fruit pro- 
ceeded with its development, and ulti- 
mately all trace of the injury disap- 
peared. 


In the varieties which were most 


damaged by the frost the seeds v\en> 
most exposed upon the surlnce, anil 
they Mere least exposed in those \arle- 
lies which suffered least. In general it 
was found th«:t a somewhat regular se- 
ries of gradations prevailed extending 
from varieties which were uninjured 
to those \vhlch were most damaged. 


It v,as found during this study that

on till after the winter holidays the 
dressing of poultry tiiUes on uuu-h Im- 
portance. There arc two methods of 
dressing ducks for market, by dry 
picking and by scalding, and tbese 
have been described by un authority on 
the subject as follows: Both of these 
methods ate good and are being suc- 
cessfully employed by the largest rais- 
ers. Some have a preference t'or dry 
picking and others t'or scalding, and it 
only becomes a matter of taste which 
method is used. When birds are dress- 
ed by scalding. they should be dipped 
several times or until the feathers 
come out easily. The back should be 
dipped in the water llrst. After scald- 
Ing wipe riicm as dry as possible with 
a sponge and pick the breast feathers 
tirst. A bird when dressed for market 
has left on it the feathers on the wins. 
the tail feathers and the feathers on 
head ami neck. The legs are left ou, 
ami the birds are not drawn. 


The process of dry picking is consid- 


ered the simpler of the two methods. 
and one who is accustomed to the; 
work can readily dress three dozen 
birds lit a day. The picker's tint (it con- 
sists of a chair, a box for the feathers 
and a couple of knives, one knife being 
dull and lfc»- other being sharp pointed 
mul double edged for bleeding. The 
bird is tal: -n between the Uii"es. the 
bill held open \\itlt the left hand and a 
cut made across the roof of the mouth 
Just below the eyes. The bird is then 
btuniu'd by striking its head against a 
p.';st or some hard substance. 
The 


picker seats himself in the chair, with 
the bird in his lap. Us head held tlrmly 
between one knee and the box. The 
feathers are carefully si.rtcil while 
plcVing, the pins are thrown away, and 
!he body feathers, with the down, are 
thrown into the box. ('are should be 
taken about this, as the feathers from 
each bird will weigh about ttto ounces 
and will quite pay for the picking.

scalding and the storing In straw o, 
hny. The trimming destroys the favor 
He hiding and breeding places of dele 
terious germs, whether animal or VPRO 
table. The scalding destroys nil sue! 
germs on or near the surface, one 
packing In straw or hny prevents tin 
entrance of such germs after the cur 
Ing process Is complete and protecti \ 
the bacon from atmospheric Influences , 
dust and mildew, as well ns putrefy 
i 


Ing germs and destructive insects.—A j

Other Herb* For Winter. 


For n continuous supply of rhubarb 


for forcing it is preferable to lift ju*t 
enough for n first batch, covering other 
roots required iu their growing qtiai- 
ters with a. heavy coating of straw ma- 
nure or, Iu fact, anything that will re- 
sist a large amount of frost, so that 
it can easily be dug Dec. 1 or .Jan. 1 
unless a good, cool, inoiKt cellar l:s 
available for storage. Under those cir- 
cumstances it is better to leave It In 
the ground ns long as possible and ou 
approach of severe weather dig up 
what Is wanted and place in the collar 
to be brought out as wanted. If it Is 
preferred to grow Iu tubs, large roots 
cnn he split with safety. 
Tubs and 


boxes can be dispensed with In forcing, 
if room In .a warm cellar is available, 
by placing the roots on the lloor and 
packing between with soil. 


Rhubarb is very accommodating and 


can be forced by any one having a 
warm collar. It may lake a. little longer 
to come with some, where a surplus of 
heat is not available, but come It sure- 
ly will if given any chutice at all. and 
Is much more- delicate In flavor, and to 
many. Jf not all, more palatable than 
the outdoor grown.

chives. If not lifted, should be protect- 
ed with n covering, so that they cnn b~ 
got lit. any tlu:e before .Jan. 1, or per- 
haps the better plan i* to l i f t and plant 
In deep Hats, placing them iu u cold 
frame so that a flat at a time may be 
brought In and placed Iu heat as re- 
quired for forcing.—American Garden- 
ing.
